Wuhincton, Dec. 18. — Discussion of 
two QUMtioos, •Mh of intartsi and im> 
portance at thl* time, 'Was begofl bjr tb* 
senate. Territorial expansion and the 

constructloa of (he Nn'aragiia canal 
occupied the attention ot the body dur- 
ing the greater part ot the session. 

Aa soon as the routine business had 
been disposed of Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo.) 
called up his resolution, offered last 
week, declaring It to be uncoastiiu 
tlonal for this goremment to acquire 
foreign tc^tory except for coaling 
stations or some lllce purpose, unless 
Us intention was to confer statehood 
upon the territory and citizenship upon 
Its InhabiUnts. Mr. Vest declared that 
it waa a baKlc principle of this gorem- 
ment that " the powers of the goTem- 
ment were derived from the consent nf 
the governed," and maintained that 
the federal government had no author- 
ity, either In morals or In tlie constitu- 
tion, to go beyond that principle. He 
held that the principle had been sus- 
tained by the supreme court in various 
decisions, ahd that no public man of 
promincnoe and no recognised tribunal 
had erer been reelcless enough to con- 
trovert it. 

Mr. Piatt (Rep., Conn.) tooli issu* 
with Mr. Vest and announced that, at 
torn* oonrrnient tima in the near fu- 
ture, he woQld otter some remarks upon 
the resolution, hi the course of which 
he would endeavor to show that the 
Missouri senator waa wrong in his In- 
taryraUittoo oC tlia ooealttetUm and in- 
aeenratt in his dedvetiont from the 
law. 

Mr. Morgan opened the debate upon 
the canal bill with a three hours' ap- 
peal tor action at thif session. Tne 
whole eonntry, he aald. would ba dis- 
appointed if congress did not act. lie 
was willing to take any measure which 
would result In the building of the ca- 
nal. In the course of his remaras he 
agreed to accept an amandrasnt ape- 
ciflcally excepting the canal from neu- 
trality with regard to any country with 
which tha United Stntas might to at 
war.

Washington, Dec. 18. — Tha bouse 
spent the larger part of tha day On 
District of Columbia affairs. 

Mr. Payne (Rep., N. T.) called up a 
bill to amend the laws relating to lue 
protection of Am«rican seamen, ne 
explalni tl that It would do away with 
some of the evils of the alUotment sya* 
tern, under which seamen hata been 
defrauded of their earnings; the pun- 
ishment of prisoners by Imprisonment 
Is greatly letiscneil; inasttrs are, re- 
quired to ship with a full complement 
of men; the food which the men are to 
receive Is stated, and punishment by 
flogging Is alx^lshed. 

Before adjournment Representative 
McClelian of New York introduced in 
the house a bill for the reorganisation 
of tha ar^y. It waa drawn after oon- 
aultatlon with many army ofllcera, and 
is supposed to represent the ideas of 
the younger element of the army. It 
makefi some very radical changea in 
the staff and haa soma norel features. 
It consolidates the adjutant gaheral's 
department and the inspector general's 
department in the general staff, ab- 
sorbs the ordnance department Into the 
artillery ewps and abollahes tha aignal 
corps, transferrtag tha duties ot that 
corps to the engineer corps and the 
ofBcers to the infantry. It adopts the 
cavalry strength of the Miles bill, the 
artillery atrength of the Hull bui and 
tha infantry strength ot tha Milea bia. 
One of the new features is a require- 
ment that 4^1 oihcers of the general 
staff shall perform a tour of duty be- 
fore each promotion, which wouia gire 
them line duty at least erery tan years. 
This Is the Germnn method. 

Kcpreeentatlve Hepburn Introduced 
a Joint resolution proposing an amend- 
ment of the constitution aa follows: 
"No new state, the territory ot which 
was not a part of the United States 
and under Its Jurisdiction and sover- 
eignty oQ Jan. 1, 1898, shall be adm"- 
ted to tha Union unless threa-fourths 
of tha aMBbara alaeCad to aaeh mouss 
of congress shall vote afflrmatlvely for 
such admission." The resolution was 
raferred to the Judiciary cMnmlttae. 

X«vaUra Uo to Maollla.

Washington, Dec. 13.— The funeral 
of General Garcia, the Cuban com 
mander, who died here Sunday of 
pneumonia, will be held at 10 a. m. at 
St. Patrick's church In this city. The 
celebrant of tho niaas and the honorary 
pallbearers have not yet t>een selected, 
but will be announced later. Tto body 
will be (laced in a metallic casket and 

posited in a vault at Arlington, pend- 
, its removal to Cuba. The date of 

.i.oval has not yet been fixed, but this 
government will place a warship at the 
dispoaal of the Cubans for this pur- 
pose. This arrangement is said to be 
in accordance with the wishes of Gen- 
eral Oarcia's family and his comrades 
in anna.

Paria, Dee. 13.— M. Millevoye and the 
Comte de Ramel, both members ot the 

chamber of drpiitles, headed an anti- 
Dreyfus demonstration. They marched 
to the Cherche mid-prison, where 
Colonel Picquart la confined, but they 
were stopped by a oordon ot police and 
were begged to retire. Thereupon M. 
Vlllevoye made a speech, during which 
he said th..y did not desire a conflict 
with these "brave fellows," pointing to 
the policemen, adding that thay bad 
aehtared tLeir object of being able to 
shout "Spit upon Picquart," who could 
hear them fron> the window of his 
prison. The cn»wd then marched to 
the HoUl daa livalMaa. tto oSelal raa- 
Idenoe ot General larlinder, the mili- 
tary governor of Paria, cheering the 
army and chanting m on otO BOBaiy, 
"Spit upon Picquart." 

Afrar the Mormon Member. 
Clevelad, Dec. 13. — At the union 
minister's meeting resolutiooa ware 
adopted dfnounoing tha aiaetioB of 
Brlgham l^^totortd as a member of 
the house of representatives from 
Utah, because he brlonga to the Mor- 
mon faith. The resolutions, which will 
be transm<tted to tha house ot repre- 
sentatlTea, dedarea that Roberta is a 
tool of the Mormon priesthood, and 
urging that body to refuse to recognize 
him as a member; that the most sting- 
ing rebuke possible should be admin- 
istered to Mormonlsm, which tbreat- 
ena church, state and home.

Havana, Dec. 13.— The First North 
Carolina regiment, which arrived here 
on the United States transport Rou- 
manian, disembarked and marched 
through the city with band and colors 
to camp at Marianao. By the time the 
regiment had reached the suburb of 
Cerro many hundreds of men, women 
and children were following, all show- 
Ins deep emotion, the men embracing 
one another, the women weeping from 
excessive pleasure and tha children 
shouting endearing namea aa the 
North Carolinians marched long.

BaTana. Deo. 18.— Attar tha news of 
General Oarcia's death spread through 
Havana the Cubans wished to have ail 

the places of amusement closed, 

They succeeded in closing two places 
frequented by Cubana, tot the manage- 
ment of the Tacon theater, where there 
were many Spanish offlcers among the 
audience refused to close the house 
Thereupon AUegrette, a former captain 
of inaurgant troops, got into an excited 
argument with the manager of tha the- 
ater and AUegrette waa escorted to the 
sidewalk by the police on duty. There 
AUegrette entered into a heated argu- 
ment with a Spanish ofl!lcer,who struck 
him aeroaa tha face with tha flat cf 
his sword. Instantly there was a col- 
lision between the Cubans and the 
Spanish mHltary men, more blows 
were struck on both sides and many 
persons from the cafea and park cheer- 
ed for Spain and brought orowda of 
the people to the spot from adjacent 
streets and squares. 

Suddenly a shot was fired; whether 
by a Cuban or by a Spaniard, inten- 
tionally or accidentally, cannot he 
said, and the Cubans retreated into the 
Hotel Inglaterra. More shots were 
fired on l>oth sides and Arturo Tizet, 
a French oltiaen IXH'n in Havana, was 
shot and seriously wounded while sit- 
ting at a table. 

More shots were fired and Cubans 
ran through the hotel office and made 
their way upatalra. Jesus Sotolcmgo, 
a Cuban, Ml wounded on the atalrs, 
and another wounded man broke into 
the room occupied by Lieutenant Fitz- 
hugh L£e, son of the famous general 
and former consul general here, de- 
manding protection. 

General Greene and several members 
of his staff, who had been out on a bal- 
cony watching the crowd, heard the 
uproar in the hotel and went into the 
corridor. So soon as tha Spanish offi- 
cers saw General Greene, who was In 
uniform, they stopped the pursuit of 
the Cul)an8, saluted and retired. 

In the meantime ESastaqulo Lemus 
had bean fatally woondad in tha street 
and Padro Blesa and Sanw Jimlnez 
had been kllle<^. Shortly afterwards 
the Spanish puards on duty swarmed 
in from the neighboring streets and 
order waa reatored.

Traoaporting Spanlnh Troeps. 

Waahlngton, Dec. 13.— The quartar- 
maaetr'a department of the army Is 

now called upon to face the very for- 
midable task of transporting from the 
Philippines all of the Spanish soldiers 
who constitute the garrison of the 
islanda There are about 16,000 of 
these, according to the best Informa- 
tion possessed by the war departmeat. 
All of the government transports in 
serviceable condition are re<iuired for 
the movement of the United States 
army, so the war department will be 
obliged to larite propoaala from trai i- 
portatlon companies to carry tha men.

Think- 
ing he had toen killed by Cook Nelll- 
gan he shot the cook dead.

A TarrlMo Tragedy lu a Wast TlrglalB 

School Room. 

Charleston, W. Va., Dec. 13.— At a 
school exhibition near Poca, this coun- 
ty, occurred ona ot tha most terrtMa 
tragedies ever enacted in the county, 
resulting In the death of one and the 
fatal wounding of five or six otliers. 

A crowd of young men attempted to 
disturb tha school ashlMtion and 
break up the performance, when the 
teacher, named Fisher, objected and 
tried to eject them. They turned on 
him and several of the audience com- 
ing to his assistance, caused a general 
free-for-all flght between two factions 
who have bad a long standing feud. 
Harry Flasher Wiis shot in the heart 
and died instantly; Henry Carney, 
shot in the tock and is dying. Ralph 
Jonea and two others whose namea ar* 
not obtainable, were fatally sh*-':. 
CiPorge Olhson was shot In the hands. 
Haz Harding had his skull crushed 
and several othara received minor 
wounds. 

This haa broken out tha old Poca 

feud and the end is feared. No arrsats 

have yet been made. 

KontuckT Marder Mvitery. 

Pulton, :-Cy., Dec. 13.— The decom- 
posed body of a human being, believed 
to be that of a w<unan, was found In 
a thicket In Thompson's fleld near 
here. Hunters stumbled over the 
corpse. There was little of the body 
left except the skull, hair and bones. 
The clothing was well preserved. It 
is believed the person had been dead 
two months. A garter was found 
nround one of the leg bones. The of- 
ficers know of no womnu near hero 
that has been missing. Thia leads 
them to the opinion that the body la 
that of some woman lurad hara and 
murdarad. 



Colnnrl llrymi K'KtvnR. 

Washington. Dec. 13.— All doubt re- 
specting the intentions of Colonel V/. 
J. Bryan were removed by the receipt 
at tha war department of a telegram 
from him stating he had m«trftd his 
resignation of his commission as a 
colonel of volunteers, and that it waa 
approved by the diviaion and oorpa 
commaadara. Tha war department of 
course, cannot act upon the resigna- 
tion until It comes formally to hand, 
but there can be no doubt of Its ac- 
cepunce. It is supposed at tha war ds- 
partment that tto liaotaaaat ooloaal oC 
Colonel Bryan'a reglmaat will rooossii 
him In the colonelcy.

Paris, Dec. 13. - The prefect of Al- 
giers has suspended the mayor of Al- 
giers tor a month on aeoonat of a 
speech made by the mayor, who la a 
rabid anti-semite, attacking the gov- 
ernor general. The minister of the in- 
terior haa Increased the suspension to 
three months, ^uis Is Intended as a 
warning to' the Algerian anti-Sediltes. 
whose recent violent threata have been, 
causing a panic among the Jews In Al- 
geria, which has demoralised business.

The law, under the new Oonatitntion, 

givea each county the right to force the 
delinquent tax-payers, who are able- 
bodied, to work out tbe amount of tb^ 
tax at one dollar per day on the public 
roada. We do not know how large tbe 
deliaqnant liat ia thia year, bat waatty 
from one thousand to fourteen hnndred 
men who do not pay their poll tax. 
Many of these men are the quickest to 
criticise the conduct of affkirs and make 
as much fuss at election tim^ aa if they 
contributed to tbe support of the aoottty 
and State. The county levy thia year ia 
$1.25 and the six percent, penalty makes 
it $1.r;.3. If thedelinqents number twelve 
hundred, this would give sixtaen bondred 
days work on the publite roads, which 
would help a great deal. If a stout, 
healthy man has plenty of employment 
he onght to have tbe money to pay his 
faxes. If he does not have steady work 
he can allot d to give a day of his sur- 
plna leisure to the county to pay his 
taxes. Anyhow, we are told that the ex 
periment is to be tried. Supt. Conk 
wright is to be furnished with a liat of 
the delinquents and he will notify each 
one of when and where he is expected to 
work. If hp fails to do ho, the delinquent 
will be fined $2.60 for each day be fails to 
work, and if ba doee not pay thia fine, 
he will be jailed and given work on the 
streets. Tbe scheme was tried last year 
in Bourbon Gonnty and worked like a 
charm. Very few failed to come when 
sent for and these were fined and bad to 
work thrta or four timaa tba SpirigiMl 
tima.
